BARRIER BUSTERS IN WASHTENAW COUNTY 
SSS hhh 


Aiding residents in need is what 
Barrier Busters does, and they see 
favorable outcomes in households 
they have assisted since 2009. For 
those who aren't familiar, Barrier 
Busters is a group of 100+ social 
service providers dedicated to 
improving services responding to 
emergency scenarios for Washtenaw 
County residents—providing social 
workers, case managers, and other 
direct service assistance for 
members. 


According to the Washtenaw County 
of Community and Economic 
Development, the total assistance 
provided to the city of Ypsilanti 
residents totaled $113,504 alone in 
2021. The top three requests 
provided to residents include 


MICHIGAN LAW 
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The City of Ypsilanti Non-Motorized 
Advisory Committee reminds 
everyone that with warmer weather 
arriving in Michigan, people 


ranging from school children to 
senior citizens (some could befriend, 
a friend of a friend, or a neighbor) will 
roll out their bicycles and legally use

Before 2018, average annual funds 
totaled between $200-$300k, but in 
2020 there was a significant increase 
in funds, and in 2021, Barrier 

Busters received more than $500,000 
in funding.

MICHIGAN’S THREE-FOOT PASSING LAW: PROTECTING ALL WHO SHARE THE ROADS 
o 


the roads for recreation and 
transportation. With this in mind, 
motorists should be familiar with the 
law that went into effect four years 
ago that requires drivers to keep a 
distance of at least three feet from 
bicyclists when passing them in a 
motor vehicle. 


Simply stated, the National 

Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
encourages all road users, including 
motorists and bicyclists, to respect 
each other and foster a safer 
transportation environment. Bicycles 
on the roadway, in all 50 states, have 
the same rights, and responsibilities 
as motorized vehicles. 


With this in mind, Bicyclists should: 


e Obey traffic signals, signs, and 
markings. 

e Ride with traffic and follow the 
rules of the road. 

«Use hand signals when turning or

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stopping. 

«When dark, a white light on the 
front and rear red reflector is 
required. 

«Be visible: wear appropriate high 
visibility safety gear, including a 
helmet. 


Motorists should: 


«Give at least 3-feet when passing 
bicyclists. 

e Avoid distractions. Look outside - 
not at your phone. 

«Obey the posted speed limit. 

«Obey traffic signals, signs, and 
markings. 

- Stay alert and take extra caution 
at intersections, especially when 
making turns. 


Keep in mind a car weighs 2 tons 

or so, while the average bike is a 
mere 30 pounds. In any collision 
where there is a physical interaction 
between car and bike, the bicyclist al- 
ways loses. So please, the three-foot 
passing law is not about painting the 
motorist as the bad guy. There are 
scofflaws on both sides and the key 
is to lay down the rules for all parties 
to follow, make sure the parties know 
the rules, and then enforce them.

945 CLARK UPDATE 


All of the 945 Clark Community 
Benefits meetings have concluded. 
The next step is presenting the 
proposed ordinances to Council. 


The committee requires that the 
developer has property management 
accountability in the following: 


e Residents may request an 
accessibility improvement and 
receive a receipt communication 
within two business days and a 
response within one week and 
have the amenity installed within 
fifteen days, or be provided 
further communication on when 
the amenity will be installed. 
Residents will not be penalized 
for forming a resident committee 
in a different manner than 
outlined in this agreement. 
Residents may request a repair 
and expect that repair to be 
made in a timely manner and be 
communicated a timeline for said 
repair. 

Residents will be provided the 
city-created handbook and 
additional information including 
a copy of the community benefit 
agreement, and protections for 


tenants provided by the city, and 
upon payment of the PILOT, the 
owner must submit an affidavit 
indicating this information was 
provided to tenants. 


Other agreements included More 
units for lower AMI, where the city 
would approve a 3% blended PILOT 
for more affordable housing. Food 
Pantry/ Free Store for residents of a 
budget within $8,000. Onsite 
tutoring and community space. 
Resident Governance Committee, for 
the upcoming development. 
Ypsilanti Targeted Promotions, asking 
that the developer engages in 
targeted promotion for city residents. 
Energy/Air Quality, with insurance of 
energy efficiency and testing 
available to all. Formerly Incarcerated 
Sponsors (Those with Felony 
Charges), Easement Agreement 
because of removal of the Pen Dam. 
The City provides as a part of this 
development a covered bus stop, 
Leforge corridor beautification, 
maintenance, and safety; including 
bike lanes and pedestrian barriers, 
information on Pen Dam, and 
ecological impacts.

awarded on a first-come, 
first-served basis.

Big Changes are coming to Downtown! 


- South of Harriet St 
Phase 18 - South of Michigan, Huron, Hamilton 
Phase 2 - North of Michigan Washtenaw, Huron, Hamilton 
- Michigan Ave 


Beginning in 2022 and through 2023, the Ypsilanti 
Community Utilities Authority, the Michigan Department 
of Transportation, and the City will be working together to 
improve the safety of our drinking water and our 
transportation system. This project will affect traffic on 
Huron from l-94 to Cross; Hamilton from l-94 to 
Washtenaw; Washtenaw from W. Cross to Hamilton; and 
Michigan from Ballard to the Huron River. 


YCUA will be replacing and upgrading many of the 
underground water mains, Including some of Ypsilanti’s 
oldest, most fragile pipes; they will also be replacing some 
water service leads and taking this opportunity to replace 
some sanitary sewer as well. This is being done both to 
remove older pipe materials in both systems and to 
improve the reliability of service. 


MDOT will be simultaneously constructing a pedestrian 
pathway over l-94 by converting the westernmost 
southbound lane of Huron to a shared-use path; and also 
following YCUA’s work with a pavement maintenance and 
road diet project. In areas paved with asphalt the 
existing asphalt will be milled off and replaced; in areas 
paved with concrete damaged areas will be removed and 
re-poured. MDOT will also be adding and updating many 
pedestrian crosswalk ramps, including on Michigan Avenue 
downtown. Once the pavement work is complete, the 
roadways will be restriped with bike lanes, improved 
crosswalks, improved bus stop markings, and additional 
on-street parking.
